Mr Lister, Postmaster General, has 

forwarded the following Report to the 
Government :— ; 


§12,—L have the honour to report on 
the British Postal Service in Hongkong, 
China, and Japan during the year 1879. 

2, It has been a year of very severe 
aud incessant work in this Department, 
which, from sickness and other causes, 
bas also beon somewhat short-handed. 
The preasure experienced arose, however, 
not s0 much from the amount of work, 
as from its uneven distribution. - All 
through the year the French and English 
muila arrived within a day or two of 
each other. The French packet. would 
come in first, then, perhapa even before 
her mails for the North wore disposed 
of, it would be necessary to despatch the
